In the case under 
consideration every argument in favour of 
the admission of the Press holds good, yet 
the slightest reflection shows that Mr. Alder- 
son’s proposal is absolutely inadmissible and, if 
accepted, would lead to most deplorable results, 
We might even go so far as to say that if the 
Press were admitted it would be the death: . 
knell of the Municipality, for that institution 
would fall into such contempt that it would 
succumb automaggally and no efforts on the 
part of the Government would be able to 
prolong its existence. If the public were 
| furnished with full reports of the proceedings 
and all the sordid intrigues and cabals were 
exhibited in their naked hidéousness tothe 
light of day, it would be a public scandal 
of the. first .magnitude. ‘That such an 
eventuality i is in the highest degree dangerous 
is proved by the Municipal scandals of 1902, 
From his own point of view, Chakour Pasha 
was entirely justified ‘in his endeavours to 
prevent all enquiry into those scandals, The 
policy of the Pasha was obviously dictated by 
the same reasons as induced the members of 
the Commission to reject Mr. Alderson’s pro- 
posal, for the more the light of publicity is 
shed on the Municipality the lower it sinks in 
the public estimation. Chakour Pasha was, 
therefore, justified in doing his utmost to 
burke all enquiry, and the sequel shows the 
wisdom of his tactics. The horrible revela- 
tions of the Octroi and the other Departmental 
scandals shocked public opinion and revolted 
the moral sense of the whole country. Cui 
bono? Does anybody seriously believe that 
the Municipality is a whit the better or 
purer because of the exposure ? Can we believe 
that the expulsion of a few incriminated 
officials entirely extirpated the cancerous 
growth of corruption ? What benefit was 
‘served by exposing to the morbid gaze of the 
public such a gruesome spectacle of moral 
disease ? In the same way, will it be in the 
public interest that the local Press should be 
permitted to pander to the vulgar taste for 
scandal and sensation by drawing aside tlio 
veil which now conceals the doings of tlic 
Municipality from the public eye ?: Even in 
the English law-courts, where the Press and 
the public'are always admitted as of right, 
there are certain cases which have to be heard 
in camerd and are never reported in the 
newspapers, in order that our respect for 
human nature may not be undermined. On 
the same prindiple it is in the interests 
of the public that the proceedings of the 
Municipal Commission should be dealt with — 
Such, at least, we presume, is the train 
of reasoning which induced the Commission 
to reject Mr. Alderson’s proposal, and we think 
that in this case they acted in the interests of 
the Municipality as well as of the public, 
Possibly some of our contemporaries may be 
inclined to cavil at the decision and unjustly 
impugn the motives of the Commission. In 
our opinion all such criticism is erroneous. It 
is possibly true, as a great moral philosopher 
once observed, that human motives are like 
certain chemicals, the more you analyse them 
the worse they smell. But we hope that our 
analysis of the motives of the Commission will 
be recognised as redounting to the wisdom of 
our Municipal Councillors, whose momentous 
decision was dictated not only by their zeal 
for the commogweal but also for the great 
institution whose destinies they control.

We live on the ground floor of a house that 
has a garden, and consequently suffer, summer 
and winter, from’ the’ attacks of those light- 
footed and voracious little insects, mosqitoes, 
And after the day’s work is done these trouble- 
some little creatures interfere greatly with one’s 
quiet hours before the mosquito curtain drops 
for the night as we retire to rest. I don’t like 
taking life of any ‘kind, and moreover, the 
constant movement of a fly whisk not only 
keeps the mind intent upon the trifling an- 
noyance, but it, disturbs the quiet enjoyment of 
the home life; soI recline in my lounging 
chair, cover myself with baby’s net and—think, 

And nothing to me is more enjoyable than 
letting the mind dwell on what is going on 
around us—the incidents of daily life that 


come under our own notice—the news in the 


ndon papers, the latest Reuter telegrams, a 
sermon we have read, a book or play that has 
been criticised. The range of thought is 
illimitable, the lessons to be learned from even 
the most trivial incidents of life are many, and 
the broad and intelligent mind which can put 
itself in another’s place and see things from 
another standpoint than his own may have its 
perceptions greatly.enlarged and its sympathies 
likewise extended by thinking out fairly and 
squarely some of the great problems of life 
that daily confront us, 

I mentioned sermons. Turning to a dic- 
tionary I find a sermon defined as “A 
solemn discourse by a clergyman for the 
purpose of religious instruction.” But I 
would give the word a wider meaning, 
like the author who speaks of “sermons in 
stones and books in running brooks.” Many 
most powerful sermons are preached a long 
way off the pulpit and from texts that are 
anything but Bible ones, An anecdote related 
by Lord Brampton in his recently published 
Reminiscences, which I will tell later on, 
reminds me of an incident narrated by Joseph 
Hatton in-his “Cigarette Papers.” It may be 
thought a very wicked little story, but none 
the less does it convey a very useful and much- 
needed lesson to parents and is an instance of 
“Juvenile Preaching” somewhat out of the 
sense in which the term is generally used. Here 
is Mr. Hatton's tale. A little girl was going 
out to tea with one of her playmates. “Now 
Minnie,” said her mamma, “if Rose’s mamma 
asks you to have some cake take a piece and 
say ‘thank you,’ but if she asks you to have a 
second piece be sure you say ‘no, thank you, I 
have had suflicient.’ ” “Yes, mamma,” said the 
little one, and off she went. On her return she 
was asked as to her behaviour at the tea table, 
“Did you have a piece of cake ?” “Yes, mamma,” 
“And did you say ‘thank you’ for it?’ “Yes 
mamma.’ “Were you asked to have a second 
piece ?” “Yes.” “And what did you say?’ “I 
said no, thank you,we vehad enough.” “I'hat was 
right, my dear.’ “But mamma,” the child 
went on to say, “they asked me again, and, said 
“Do have some more.” “And what did you. 
say?’ “I said what daddy said when there was 
hashed mutton for dinner the third day run- 
ning, “I'ake the d—d stuff away, and don’t let 
me set eyes on. it again’,” 

The moral of the tale is so obvious that Mr. 
Hatton did not waste words in enforcing it. 
Nor will I. 

Lord Brampton’s story illustrates the doings 
and not the sayings of children. When prac- 
tising as a young barrister (he was then Mr. 
Henry Hawkins) he was counsel for a man 
charged with wife murder. During his address 
to the jury he had the children of the prisoner 
in Court, dressed in little black frocks, and 
weeping bitterly. The sight moved the jury to 
the extent that they let the father off. After 
the trial he met at dinner a man who told him 
‘something about the last time he saw those 
children. “ Why,” said he “ the little 
“ children who sobbed so violently in Court 
this morning and to whom you made such 
“ pathetic reference were playing on an ash 
“ heap near their cottage and they had a poor 
“cat with a string round its neck, swinging 
“backwards and forewards, As it did so 
“ they sang : 

“This is the way poor daddy will go ! 

“This is the way poor daddy will go | 

“Such, Mr. Hawkins, was their excessive 
grief |” 

“Yes,” adds Lord Brampton, “but it got the 
verdict.” 

The remarkable sayings and doings of 
children would fill a large volume, but I do 
not think the two instances I have quoted 
would be selected to appear among them, 
interesting as they undoubtedly are. 

What a striking contrast is presented by 
the Reuter telegram of Saturday telling of the 
fall of 14,000 men in the five days of August 
during which the assault on Port Arthur was 
made, and the London newspapers arriving on 
the same day reporting the welcome annouance- 
ment by Mr. Balfour of the certainty of a 
peaceful arrangement of the terrible North 
Sea mistake. And the very next day we learn 
that the two armies in Manchuria are in .such 
close proximity that manmuvring is almost 
impossible. So the probability is that in the 
next few days we shall hear of another awful 
sacrifice of tens of thousands of lives. Why, in 
God’s name, can nothing be done to stop this 
hellish work ? Why, if common sense and inter- 


national good feeling can avert such a calamity | ° 


as that which threatened us a fortnight ago, 
cannot the terrible war now raging be stopped? 
How many such holocausts as that of a month 
ago must take place before the nations are 
sufficiently shocked to be compelled to do 
‘ something to bring about peace ? Surely there 
i must be some limit to the callous indifference 
‘of the world to what is going on in Man- 
churia. 
The leading article in Saturday's Gazette is 
excellent from beginning to end, England is to 


be congratulated on having at the present 
juncture a Prime Minister with a calm, philo- 
sophic temperament, and Mr. Balfour looks 
like being the right man in the right place at 
a time wien passion is tunning riot to the 
dangerous extent we see it row. As far as we 
can judge from the ‘brief telegrams, Lord 
Lansdowne seems to have ably seconded his 
chief, and if I am not greatly mistaken, the 


unlooked-for influence on the welfare of 
mankind in days to come. hos
